• USUREIt. 



Years must clapso before the country 
can expect to recover from tho evil 

efTect.s of tho legislation of tho lato so.s- 
.sion. Scarcely a measure was intro- 
duced that did not abound with grave 
legal errors or travesties on tho consti- 
tution ; and oven after tlioy had passed 
through the legislative sieve several of 
the most important Acts arc so faulty 
as to bo entirely unworkable. Tho 
Chinese Tax Act and tho Constitution 
Amendment Act arc instances in point. 
Tho lirst was crowded so full of legal 
absurdities that its author did not dare 
stand up iix Court to defend it; 
and the last is so Avoak as to be inoper- 
ative unless under certain contingencies 
that are not likely to arise. As for tho 
workingmen, wo have littlo hope of 
their securing their rightsuntil a change 
of Government shall have been assur- 
ed. The hypocrisy and deception de- 
veloped by tho so-called anti-Chincso 
Bill has left nothing to bo hoped for 
from the Government until new and 
earnest men shall luive taken tho place 
of tho present insincere incumbont.s. 

But it is not of workingmen or in- 
sufficiently represented constituencies 
that we would speak to-day. It is of 
tho efTect of recent legislation upon a 
class of jiroducors who, of all others, arc 
entitled to consideration and protection. 
We refer to tillers of the soil ; — to men 
whom SiDNicv Smith called " benefac- 
tors of their race ;" — who have gone 
into the wilderness, subdued forests 
and reclaimed lands; who have con- 
verted sterile wastes into fertile fields, 
and prepared soil for tho sustenance of 
"man. It is to this class we now refer. 
Thoy are men who any other country 
would be so glad to get as bma fide set- 
tlers that it would willingly give thoin 
free-grants of public lands to insure 
their becoming (i.xcd resiilents. It is a 
matter of general knowledge that with- 
in the past few years the farming lands 
of the ilainland have li'>p'n gradually 
but surely filling with a thrifty and en- 
terprising set pf men, many of whom 
have brought their families with them. 
In most instances the lands so occupied 
have required to be cleared, drained, or 
irrigated before becoming available for 
theproduction of tho simplest necessaries. 
Their houses and fences have had to be 
built — the lumber required being hewn 
from the log. Often settlers have been 
compelled at their OAvn expense to make 
roads to their holdings, nnd to perform 
other work ^yhich properly falls to the 
r~Govemment. In some instances they 
have reared families in quarters remote 
from schools and towns, and destitute 
of roads, and to meet tho urgent de- 
■ mands of a growing family and the In- 
terest on money borrowed to effect im- 
provements, they are at this moment 
living in the simplest manner and un- 
dergoing severe privn Hon u I>» aoi-oral 
districts the settlers are in arrears to 
the Government. They have not been 
able to meet the payments on their 
land as they fell due. In a new coun- 
try where everything has to be built 
up from the " bedrock," where imple- 
ments of agriculture have to be import- 
ed and paid for ; where land has to be 
cleared or otherwise prepared for the 
plough ; where seed has to be purchas- 
ed, and a hundred other tln'ngs done of 
which only those wlio have "roughed 
it" can havo any conception, the 
unfortunate pecuniary condition of 
a gi-eater part of the farming population 
is not subject for wonderment, and it 
is not strange that they are in arrears. 
We are told that in New Westminster, 
Yale and Lillooet Districts, alone, a 
sum approximating §80,000 is due the 
Government from the settlers, and that 
the Government — at the beginning of 
a hard winter — are notifying settlers 
that their indebtedness will bear inter- 
est at the rate of 21 per cent jier an- 
num — the Government reserving to 
themselves in all case.^ the right to take 
possession of the land on which money 
may be due, together with the improve- 
ments thereon, after giving three 
months' notice of intention .so to do 
through the Government Gazelle. This 
arbitrary power is confen ctl by au Act 
passed at tho late session. It is a hard 
and cruel Act, and if enforced will 
prove the ruin of hundreds of house- 
holds, and lessen the productive forces 
of the country to a great extent, while 
it will inflict hardship and injury on 
many individuals. We are curio'us to 
know with whom this Act originatetl. 
One would think that its author is a 
recent importation from Turkey, who 
had had ample opportunity of witncs.s- 
ing the worldng of the tax .system in 
that country, where one-third of every 
thing a Christian farmer raises goes 
into the treasury of the Sultan, and 
the remaining two-thirds he has 
to fight hard to save from the 
rapacity of the local taxgatherer. Who 
ever heard before of the Government of 
a British Province grinding the face of 
the poor by the adoption of a system of 
usury which if enforced will place every 
farmer who is not beforehand in a con- 
dition of serfdom. It.is said that some 
who have contrived to scrape together 
a few dollars to pay for their land ha ve 
been met at the Government offices 
v/ith a demand for 21 per cent, addi- 
tional. That is, if a settler owes two 
hundred dollani he can only secure his 
■■■iland from seizure and forfeiture by the 
■■'payment of $248, and so on. We' say ■ 
again, that the Act is hard, cruel and 
unjust in its operation where it affects 
actual settler,s. Speculators would be 
entitled to little sympathy ; but tho 
bona fide settler who is cont ributing to 
the growth and enrichment of the coun- 
try should . be ohcowraged, ' fostered and 
protected, and should have every consi- 
deration extended him in place of 
being ground to the earth with taxa- 
tion. The enforcement of the Act at 
thia time meaos utler ruin to ' at vlbafit 



one hundred families. We have a 
strong suspicion that the Act is uncon- 
stitutional. If the Government have 
power to increase ;>. liability 21 per 
cent, havo they not tho power to in- 
crease it 100 or 1000 per cent — ^their 
rapacity being only bounded by their 
needs t The exaction is so enormous 
that tho constitutionality of the Act 
should be questioned by competent legal 
authority. Wo shall refer again to this 
subject.

ment of tho condition of Agricultural 
labourers in Ireland, and the coinjiul- 
sory provision of labourers' comfortable 
dwellings in farms. The subject of 
providing facilities for the acquisition 
of small holdings is also to be ventila- 
ted by the new organization, to which 
many of the Irish M. P.'s have promis- 
ed their addhorenco.
